Re: Joint Advisory Opinion Request regarding the status of the American Heritage
Party (FEC ID No. C00340133) as a State Committee of a Political Party

Dear Mr. Noble:

On behalf of our client, the American Heritage Party ("AHP"), we hereby request an
Advisory Opinion by the Federal Election Commission that AHP is a "State Committee" under 2
U.S.C. 431(15), and is therefore, inter alia, permitted to make coordinated party expenditures on
behalf of its two candidates for Federal office from the State of Washington.

For purposes of submitting this request we also have been authorized to represent the
principal campaign committees of AHP's nominees for the U.S. House of Representatives in the
1998 general election: Bruce Craswefl for Congress (FEC ED No. C00339168); and John Seal
for Congress (FEC ID No. C00339184). Accordingly, we seek this Advisory Opinion on behalf
of an three committees jointly.

AHP intends to act as a state party committee in the State of Washington during the 1998
general election cycle (and thereafter), including making coordinated party expenditures related
to the November 3,1998 general election on behalf of the Bruce Craswell for Congress
committee and thgjehn Beal for Congress committee.

On its Statement of Organization (FEC Form 1), AHP stated that it was a state party
committee (line 5(d)). On September 23,1998, Lucy J. Denny, a Reports Analyst with the
Federal Election Commission, sent AHP a letter stating that before AHP could operate as a state
committee, it would have to receive an Advisory Opinion approving its status as a state
committee.
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AHP is the only Washington state affiliate of the U.S. Taxpayers Party (USTP), which
was recognized as a national committee by the Federal Election Commission in Advisory
Opinion No. 1995-16. AHP has met the Washington State requirements for inclusion of two
Federal candidates on the November 3,1998 general election ballot as candidates of AHP: (1)
Bruce Craswefl, a candidate for the United States House of Representatives in the 1*
Congressional District of Washington; and (2) John Beal, a candidate for the United States
House of Representatives in the 5* Congressional District of Washington.

In addition to the above, AHP win field a number of candidates for state and county
office in 1998. Also, while AHP was not formed until April 22,1997, in 1996 the organization
which AHP succeeded, the Washington Taxpayers Party, obtained ballot access for Howard
Phillips and Herbert Titus, USTP's candidates for President and Vice President, respectively.

Since its inception, AHP has been the sole entity representing the USTP in Washington,
and, as is evidenced by the feet that it fias obtained ballot access for its federal candidates, by its
charter and bylaws, and by its relationship with USTP, AHP is clearly responsible for USTP's
day-to-day operations in Washington.

Copies of AHP's charter and bylaws, a letter from the USTP's national chairman
confirming AHP's status, letters from AHP's two Congressional candidates, and a 1998 General
Election Candidate Certification provided by the Secretary of State of Washington showing that
AHP's candidates have achieved ballot access, are enclosed for your review.

Both candidate committees respectfully request the Federal Election Commission to act
on this Advisory Opinion Request at its earliest opportunity, but certainly within the 20-day
period provided for in 11 C.F.R. 112.4(B).

PREAMBLE
We the members of the American Heritage Party gratefully acknowledge the blessing of the Txnrti
God «s Creator, Preserver and Ruler of the Universe and of this nation. We hereby appeal to Him far
Hid, tromforl, guidance and the protection of Hi* Divine Providence as wr work to restore and pre-
serve this nation as a government of the people, by the people and for tiie people.

ARTICLE!-NAME

-"The name of this organisation shall be the "American Heritage Party," which shall be hereinafter also
referred to as the 'State Party* or Tarty/

The name of the American Heritage Party may be amended at any State Committee meeting by a
two-thirds vote with previous notice*.

ARTICLE 11 - AFFILIATION

The American Heritage Party shall be affiliated with the US. Taxpayer* Parry (USI'P) and acknowl-
edges that the constitution, bylaws, purposes and principle* of the American 1 Itnritoge Party shall
remain consistent with those, of the USTP.

ARTICLE HI - PURPOSE

The purpose of this Party shall be to:

A. Seek to restore our state and federal civil government to their Biblical Jurisprudence and to their
Constitutional boundaries;

B. Promote allegiance to the HiblicHl prmriplwt of government as embraced in the Declaration of In-
dependence and the C«m*titution of these United Stales as conceived and set forth by our found-
ing fathws in their establishment of our Republic;

C. Develop an taformcd, energetic and effective statewide political organisation to support the p *n-
ciplcs and platforms of this Party;

D. Secure, by all lawful means, the election of all duly nominated American Heritage Party candi-
dates for all federal, slate and local offices and electors thereof;

E. I lelp establish and provide services to all affiliated county parties to carry out the work of the
Parry at the grassroots- level; and

1:. Plan, organize, administer and finance the State* Parry's operations to accomplish these slated pur-
poses.



Aima.H IV - MEMBERSHIP

J"hc mcmbwship of the State Party shall ronxixt «f all persons who arc registered voter* under the
Laws of the Slate of Washington who have made application with the Party, paid such annual due*
as are prescribed by the State Committee, and who agree in principle with the platforms of the
American I leritagts Parry and thn IJA Taxpayer* Party. The membership requirements may he
amended at any State Committee meeting by «two-third* vote; with previous notice.

ARTICLE V - STATE CONVENTION

The State Convention shall be the highest authority of the American Heritafl* Party. The Party shall
assemble in Convention annually, at a lime and place set by the Stale Committee, for the purpose of
establishing a platform, choosing candidates for public office, and whatever other business shall to
deemed necessary and proper, including but not limited to amending this Constitution and election
of Party officer*.

ARTICLE VI - STATR CX>MMITTER

The State Committee shall consist of a State Chairman, State Vice-Chairman (chosen from the oppo-
site side of the state in which the State Chairman reside*, the Cascade Mountains serving as the di-
viding line), State Secretary, State Treasurer, two State Committee members from each affiliate
County Party, one of whom i* the County Chairman (in the event thnt no county organization exists,
a non-voting representative may h* appointed by th« State Chairman), and all National Committee
members. The duties, time and place of meetings, rules, and procedures of the State Committee shall
be set forth in the State Party Bylaws.

ARTICLE Vll-AMENDMENTS

This Constitution may be amended by a three-fourths vote, at any State Convention, provided thai
any proposed amendment be stated in the call to convention, except as otherwise provided herein.

ARTICLE 1 - N AMH

The name of this organization is the State Committee of the American Heritage Parly.

The name of the American Heritage Parly may he. amended at any State Committee meeting by
an affirmative two-thirds vote of the members present al any regular or called meeting of the.
State Committee.

. ARTICnJ?. 1! - PURPOSE

The purposes of this State Committee arc those set forth in the Constitution of the American
Heritage Party.

ARTICLE 111 - MRMBP.RSHTP

Membership in the American Heritage Parly shall be according to the requirements set forth in
Article 111 of the Constitution of the American Heritage Parly.

.K iv . STATE cx>MMirrnn

Section 4.1 : Membership

Upon ihe completion of the 1997 State Convention, the membership of the State Com-
mittee shall be composed of the following: State Chairman, Stale Vice-Chairman (chosen from
the opposite side of the state in which the Stale Chairman resides). State Secretary, Stale Treas-
urer, one State Committee representative from each county (duly elected by a county caucus
during the 1997 State Convention), and all National Committe* numbers.

Upon Ihe completion of the 1998 State Convention Ihe mamlwrship of the Stole Commit-
tee shall be composed of the following: State Chairman, State Vice-Chairman (chosen from the
opposite side of the slate in which the State Chairman resides). State Secretary. Stale Treasurer,
the Chairman of each duly nr/»anixed and recognized counly parly, one State Committee repre-
sentative from eachjxnmty, (in the event lhat no county organization exist* a non-voting repre-
sentative may be appointed by Ihe State Chairman), and all National Committee members.

All members of tho State Committee shall be Twojjnixed members in good standing wilh
the Party.
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Membership in the State Committee may be revoked upon the vote of throe-fourths of the
quorum of members present in person or by proxy at any duly convened meeting of.the State
Committee. .

Section 4.2: Election and Terms

The State Chairman, Stale Vice-Chairman, State Secretary, and State Treasurer shall be
elected at the State Convention in each odd-numbered year to serve a lerm of two years.

The National Coxnmittcemen, the number to be determined by the National Committee of
the U. S. Taxpayer Party, and Alternate National Committeeman shall be elected by the State
Committee immediately following the State Convention in each even numbered Presidential
election year lo serve a term of four years starling from the adjournment of the U. S. Taxpayers
Party National Convention.

In the event of vacancy of the office of National Commitleornan or Alternate National
Cnmmflleeman, the Executive Committee shall fill said office until the next Slate Committee

" meeting at which meeting the members shall elect a new National CommiUeeman to fulfill any
unexpired term of the vacant office.

The two State Committee Representatives, one of which is the county chairman, shall be
elected in accordance with the constitution and by-laws of the respective county organisations,
having been elected at the bi-annual county organizational meeting held prior to January31sl,
but not before November 15th, in each even numbered year, following a genera] election, and
shall serve a term of two years.

In the event of vacancy of the. office uf the County Chairmnn Representative or the State
Committee Representative, the County Parry shall fill said offices according to their own by-laws
to fulfill any unexpired term of the vacant office.

Section 4.3: Duties of the Slate Committee

The Stale Committee shall:

a. Be responsible for the control and management of all the affairs, properties and funds
of the Parly consistent with the Constitution and By-laws and any resolutions, which
may be adopted or nmended in Convention.

b. Formulate and provide fur the execut>jn of such policies, plans and measure, ss it may
deem conducive lo Lhe besl interest of the Parly, and in conformity with the by-laws.

c. Issue the call »o all annual or special State Conventions and make arrangements ihere-
fore, and establishing ihc time and place according lo Article VIII of these by-laws.

d. Fill vacancies on the lickel for public elective offices.
fe. Adopt resoliilibns.
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Section 4.4: Meetings of the State Committee

The State Committee shall meet at least two times a year, one meeting of which shall be
immediately before the State Convention and the other meeting as established by the State
Committee at its last meeting or in the absence thereof, by the Executive. Committee or the State
Chairman.

The Stale Chairman may call a meeting of the State Committee, to be held at a time and
place set by him, by mailing a written notice by regular mail, postage prepaid to the last known
address of each member at leasl thirty days prior to such meeting. By a majority vote at a regular
meeting of the State or Executive Committee, either committee may schedule a future meeting
outside the State of Washington, not to be held more than 100 miles from the boundaries of the
State of Washington.

The Stale Chairman shall call, wilhin ten days, by regular notice, a meeting of the State
Committee whenever two-thirds of the members of the Executive Board or a majority of the Stale
Committee members demand such a meeting to be called. In the event the Stale C!hairman fails to

- act then the petitioners shall issue a regular call lo all Commillee members, signed by the peti-
tions, ftivinf, ten days notice, designating a lime*, plmx* and purpose of such meelinj*.

ARTicm v - nxncurrvn COMMITTEE

Section 5.1: Membership

The membership of the Executive Committee shall be composed of the following:

Stale Chairman, Stale Vice-Chairman (chosen from the opposite side of the stale in which
the State Chairman resides). State Secretary, State Treasurer, one National Committee represen-
tative* (see below) and one representative from each Federal Congressional District.

All members of the State Committee shall be recognized members in good standing with
the Parly.

Membership in the Executive Committee may be revoked upon the vote of three-fourths
of the quorum of members present in person or by proxy at any duly convened meeting of the
State Committee.

Section 5.2: Election and Terms

The nine Federal Congressional District representatives shall be elected immediately fol-
lowing the State Convention in each odd-numbered year by congressional district caucus of all
duly elected state committee members from thai district «nj *haU serve a term of two years.

In the event of vacancy of the office of the Federal Congressional District representative,
the Executive Committee shall fill said office until Ihe next State Commiltoc meeting at which
time all stale comrnillee members from that congressional disiricl shall caucus to elecl a new
Federal Congressional Committeeman to fulfill any unexpired term of the vacant office..
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The one National Cbinmittvcman to verve as representative on the Executive Committee
shall be elected by the National Committee caucus at the cJose of the Stale Convention on each
even-numbered Presidential Election year.

Section 53: Duties of the Executive Committee

The Executive Committee shall:

a:~ Exercise the powers and perform the duties of the State Committee between the State
Committee's meetings.

b. Act in the place of the State Committee in areas where the State Committee shall spe-
cificHlly authorixe, shall have such powers and duties as necessary Lo represent the
State Committee and shall be available for advice and consent Io the. State Chairman.

c. Approve all appointments of the State Chairman unless that power is specifically
granted to another body in these by-laws.

d. Make recommendations to the State Committee of the Chairman's proposed political
fund-raising and budget plans.

e. Make recommendations to the State Committee on the Convention call.
f. Adopt revolutions.
fi. Assist the Slate Chairman as he deems necessary.
h. Appoinl an independent auditor.
i. Be empowered to meet and act on an emergency basis, do anything the State Com-

mittee is empowered to do provided that any such emergency action by the Executive
Committee may bu revoked upon the three-fourths majority vole of ihe State Com-
mittee at the next duly convened State Committee meeting.

j. Act as a nominating committee and submit candidates for the offices of the Parly lo
the Convention or lo ihe State Convention av may be applicable.

k. Fill any vacancy of the Stale Vice-Chairman, Secretary or Treasurer until the next State
Convention when the delegates shall fill any unexpired term of said office.

Section 5.4: Meetings of the Rxeculive Committee

The Executive Committee shall meet at minimum semi-annually lo make proposals for
submission to the State Committee and/or Ihe State Convention and to fulfill other duties that
may come before ii. The meetings may be conducted by conference call.

The State Chairman may call a meeting of the Executive Committee, lo be held al a time
and place set by him, by mailing a written notice by regular mail, postage, prepaid to the last
known address of i«.?h member at least fifteen days prior lo such meeting.

The State Chairman shall call, within ten days, by regular notice, a meeting of the Execu-
tive Committee whenever two-thirds of the members of the Executive Board or a majority of the
Stale Committee members demand such a meeting lo lie called. In the event the Slate Chairman
fails to act then the petitioners shall issue a regular call to all Committee members, signed by the
petitioners, giving tun days notice, designating a time, place and purpose of such meeting.



ARTP*l E VI - DUT1HS OF OPFICRRS

Section 6.1: State Chairman

The Slate Chairman shall:

a. Be the chief executive officer of Ihe Party and the Chairman of the State and the Ex-
ecutive Committees and shall acl as necessary lo promote Ihe. functions of the Party.

b. Issue th* call of all general meetings of the. Party and the State and Executive Com-
mittee meetings and shall preside, if present at all such meetings.

c. Observe and enforce the by-laws and rules of the Parly.
d. Have the power to appoint or remove any appointive officer, staff member, employ**

and all standing and special committees.
c. Submit written plans outlining the political and fundraising plans and budget to the

Executive and Stale Committee for approval.
f. Be an Ex-offido member of all committees.
g. B* responsible for Ihe safekeeping of Ihe Slate Committee's records and papers and

shall promptly surrender the same in good order to his successor.
h. In January of each year, the State Chairman shall prepare and submit to Ihe State

Committee a written evaluation of the preceding year's political and fund-raising pro-
grams.

Section &2: Slate Vice-Chairman

The State Vice-Chairman shall:

a. be chief assistant lo the State Chairman in the administration of his duties.
b. preside at all meetings of the State Committee and the Executive Committee in the

absence of the. Slate. Chairman.
c. perform other duties the State Chairman may prescribe.

In the event of a vacancy occurring in the office of the Stale Chairman, Ihe Stale Vice-
Chairman shall exercise all of the powers and perform all the duties of the Stale Chairman until
the next State Convention at which Convention, the delegates shall e.lect a now State. Chairman to
fulfill any unexpired term of the vacant office.

In the event of a vacancy occurring in the office of the State Vice-Chairman, the Stale Sec-
retary shall exercise all of Ihe powers and perform all the dulies of the State Vice-Chairman until
the next State Convention at which Com* .ation, the delegates shall elect a new Stale Chairman to
fill any unexpired term of the vacant office.

In the event of a vacancy in the offices of Slat* Chairman HTU! the State Vice-Chairman, a
meeting of the Executive Commit lee shall hi* railed by the next ranking officer wilhin 30 days to
elect successors unltTThe time of the next State Convention, at which Convention, the delegates
shall elect officers to fill any unexpired terms of the same.
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Scjction 63: State Secretary

The State Secretary shall:

a. be the chief clerical officer of the Parly, and the next ranking officer following the
State Vice-Chairman.

b. accurately record and-keep and sign all proceedings of (he State CmnmiUee and the
State Convention, which shall be the property of the commillee.

A vacancy in the office of State Secretary shall be filled by appointment by the State
Chairman and shall serve the term of Ihe vacating Secretary.

Section 6.4: State Treasurer

The State Treasurer shall:

a. keep the financial records of the Party and is the next ranking officer following the
State Secretary.

b. receive and receipt all moneys received by and for the Party and deposit them in a
financial institution. Upon vouchers approved by the State Chairman, the State
Treasurer shall pay said vouchers by check signed and executed by the Treasurer.
Authorised signatures shall be subject to approval of the Executive Committee.

r. be responsible for fulfilling federal, stale and local financial disclosure requirements,
if applicable.

A vacancy in the office of Slalc Treasurer shall be filled by appointment by in* State
Chairman to verve the unexpiral term of the vacating Treasurer.

Section 7.1: Nominations and Flection of Officers

All nominations for State Committee and Executive Committee Officers and Representa-
tives and National Committeemen shall be called for and made from the floor.

Voting for election of all officers and parry nominations shall be by paper ballot.

Other voles shall *>e by voice or standing ballot Ht the di -Action of the presiding officer,
unless a majority shall call for secret ballot.

A person holding multiple offices shall not be entitled to more than one vote.

Votes that enttmran equal number shall he decided by vote of the Presiding Officer.
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Section 72: Quorum

A majority of the voting members of the State Committee and Executive Committee, shall
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and any action taken by a majority of the
members voting at any meeting shall be the valid action of the said Committee and Board.

Seclion 73: Proxy

An absentee County Chairman or Slate Committee. Representative, from a county party
may be represented by a proxy at any meeting of the State Committee, provided that said proxy,
executed in writing, is held by a member of the County Central Committee from the. county of
the absentee member. No person may cast more than one vote. There shall be no proxy for a'of-
ficc-holder.

An absentee member of Ihe Rxerutiv* Committee may be represented by a proxy at any
meeting of the Commillec, provided that said proxy, executed in writing, is held by a member of
the State Committee within the Federal Congressional District represented by said absentee

~~ member. No person may cast more than one vote. There shall be no proxy for a office-holder.

Tf the National CommiLleeman or Federal Congressional District Representative are ab-
sent, they may be represented by a proxy si any meet ing of the F.xerutive Committee, provided
said proxy is executed in writing and ia held by a member of me State Committee.

At meetings of any ad-hoc committee appointed by the State Chairman, proxies will not
be permitted.

ARTICLH VIII - STATE CONVRNTION

Suction 8.1: Annual Convention

The Party shall hold an annual State Convention to conduct tmch business as may prop-
erly come before it.

The State Convention shall be held each year, the date, time and place being set each year
by the Slate Committee.

The rail to convention to all members of the American Heritage Parly shall be issued by
the State Chairman eight weeks prior to the opening of the State Convention. The call shall in-
clude:

a. Agenda of the State Convention.
b. Applicable stale law regarding minor political parties.

Section 8.2: Taxation of State Convention

All Stale Conventions shall be held in Die State of Washington at a location determined
by the State Committee.
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?„ Section 83: Delegates

Each member, in good standing, of Ihe Parly, as of 60 days before the Stale Convention,
and remaining in good standing throughout the Convention shall be entitled to he a delegate at
the State Convention by attending in person, provided that the State Committee may prescribe
registration fees and rules to be registered and sealed as a delegate.

Section 8.4: Presiding Officer

The Slate Chairman of the Party shall preside at the opening of the party until a State
Convention Chairman shall be elected.

Section 85: Voting

The affirmative vole of the majority of the seated delegates prevent and voting shall be
the act of the Convention.

"Section 8.6: Selection of Delegates to the National Convention

a. Delegates to the U. S. Taxpayers Parly National Convention shall be elected at the
State Convention in any year the National Convention is held.

b. Delegates to the National Convention shall be nominated as follows:

1. Any member of Ihe American Heritage Parly wishing to be considered as a
Washington delegate to a USTP National Convention musl submit a Self-
Nominaling Form to the AHP State Chairman on or before 30 day* prior to the
State Convention. The list of these nominees shall be sent to all convention
deleftales 15 days prior to the opening day of the State Convention.

2. Delegates may be nominated from Ihe floor of the convention.

c. The number of delegates to the National Convention of the U. S. Taxpayers Parly will
be determined by the number of U.S. representatives and senators from the. State of
Washington. Nominees must receive a majority of Ihe total vote cast in order to be
elected as a delegate to the National Convention. In the case of a tie for the final posi-
tion(s), all those who received the same number of votes for the final positions) shall
be eligible for candidacy rm the nexl ballot and voting shall continue in the same man-
ner of balloting until the final position(s) is filled.

Section 8.7: Presidential Electors

The total number of Presidential electors shall be equal to the total number of U.S. repre-
sentatives and scnatOFS-for Washington State.

Electors fur Candidates in the Presidential election shall be chosen by the State Conven-
tion and shall be. nominated as follows:
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a. Any member of the American I Icritage Parly wishing to fie con-ddered as a Hectors lor
. Candidates in the Presidential election musl submit a Self-Nominating Form to the

AHP State Chairman on or before 30 days prior to the Slate Convention. The list of
these nominees shall be sent to all convention delegates 15 days prior to the opening
day of the Stale Convention.

b. Delegates mny nnt be nominated from the floor of the convention.

The published list of prospective nominees shall be the only list from which a vote at the
State or several State Conventions shall be taken for presidential electors.

Those nominees who receive the highest number of votes(combined, if more than one
convention) shall be certified to be the Electors for President in Washington Slate, if the Ameri-
can Heritage Party Presidential Candidate wins.

Section 8.8: Parliamentarian

The Stale Chairman shall appoint a Parliamentarian for the Shite Qmvftntton for deciding
.-questions of parliamentary procedure.

Section 8.9: Washington Slate Uw

All applicable Washington State law concerning minor party conventions shall apply to
the holding of Slate Conventions and the election of Presidential Electors.

ARTICr JIX - COUNTY PARTIES

County or multi-county committees meeting the criteria established by the State Com-
mittee shall be recognized as the official County Committee of the Parly, provided that:

a. There shall be no more, than one official committee for each county.
b. The by-laws, purposes and principles of the committee are consistent with those of the

American I faritage Parly.
c. The County Committee's Constitution and By-laws are approved by the State Com*

mittee. In the absence of such by-laws, these by-laws shall govern.

In the event that no committee is recognised in a county, the Slate Chairman may appoint
a Representative or Coordinator who shall serve as a liaison between the State Committee and
the American Heritage Parly members in that county.

ARTICT.R X - USP. OP PARTY N AME

No person, group of persons or organization shall use the name, address, or emblem or
logo of the American Heritage Parly in any manner unless Ihe Stale Chairman grants permission.
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ABTICTLK XI. CHNSUEE

Section 11.1: Violation

In the evcnl of a violation by any officer, member, representative, candidate or elected
public official of the American Heritage Party of any provisions of if s Constitutum, By-laws or
State or National Platform, the following process of censure shall lie administered:

a. When two parties have the evidence of an alleged infraction ihey shall approach the
alleged offender wilh the intent of restitution and reconciliation. In the event the al-
leged offender refuses to acknowledge the alleged violation, or states that the alleged
action was not a violation, then said alleged violation by said offender shall be pre-
sented before the federal congressional district representative of said alleged offender.

b. In the event that matter is not resolved by the federal congressional district represen-
tatives/ the matter shall be brought before the Slate Committee. The findings of the
State Committee shall constitute adjudication. Either the act will be judged not to be a
violation or the violation will be ordered remedied .If the offender refuses the remedy
he will be removed from membership. However, in all adjudications, the recom-
mended remedy concerning the violation shall be by a two-thirds vote of the Slate
Committee/ or no penalty shall be imposed upon the alleged offender.

ARTICLE XII - PARIMUNTARV Pi" UK

When not inconsistent wilh the provisions of these rules, the most recent edition of Rob-
ert's Rules of Order shall govern all meetings of the Slate Convention, the State Committee, the
Executive Committee and othor Parly committees.

ARTICLE XIH - AMRNDMnN'IS

These by-laws may be amended at any meeting by an affirmative two-thirds vote of the
members present at any regular or called meeting of the State Committee or by a two-thirds vote
of the State Convention. All proposed amendments to ihe by-laws of the State Committee, State
Convention uxcepted, shall be submitted to the. State Chairman in writing no later than 20 days
prior to convening any meeting of the State Committee. Copies of the proposed amendments
shall be mailed by the Stale Chairman not later than 10 days before the meeting at which they are
to be considered.

ARTICLE XIV - INITIAL ORGANIZATION

Until the 1997 Stale Convention of the American Heritage Party, an ad hex: policy board
was appointed by the State Chairman, elected at the 1996 State Conventions of the American
Heritage Parly in Spokane and Seattle. The State Chairman appointed such other officers, Pro*
'Jem, to serve until the_o!fices can be filled by duly elected officers as provided by these by-laws,
and shall adopt these by-laws.

Due tc> the necessities of organization, flic Stale* Chairman, /ta-'/feni shall have, broad powers to
appoint members to the Policy Board and act in die interest of the Harry to comply with the laws
of the United Stales and the Slate of Washington. These broad powers shall be automatically re-
scinded upon the election of the new State Committee ejected at the Slate Convention which en-
acts these by-laws, and elerls officer* and members according tu the same.

AKT1CLH XV - P1SOLUTION OF PARTY

The Slate Committee shall make the determination as to when lh* Parly Khali be dis-
solved and such determination shall be made by a two thirds majority of the committee mem-
bers.

In the event, of an action In dissolve the party, the State Committee shall include as part of
that action the necessary steps needed to accomplish this act and the specific individuals respon-
sible to carry out each step, including, but not limited to:

a. Final reporting required by Washington Stale I JAW.
b. Distribution of the Party's assets tit the U. S. Taxpayers Party.

• c. Notification of any affected parties.
